Fuel costs: 
Why do we 
pay more? 


MOTORISTS in Ely are fed up 
with paying more for fuel than 
anywhere else in the region, 
and say they are being forced to 
drive elsewhere to fill up. 

Drivers say it is not fair that 
the price of petrol and diesel is 
higher in East Cambridgeshire 
than the surrounding districts, 
including Huntingdon, 
Cambridge, Downham Market, 
Norwich and even Nottingham. 

Local commuter Mark Davey, 
of Bellairs, Sutton, said: “I regu¬ 
larly commute from Sutton to 
Huntingdon and Cambridge 
and I am becoming more and 
more annoyed about the pre¬ 
mium that petrol stations sur¬ 
rounding Ely are adding to the 
price of petrol and diesel com¬ 
pared to surrounding areas. 

“During the week commenc¬ 
ing October 14, fuel prices in 
Huntingdon were in the region 
of 3 or 4p a litre cheaper than in 
the Ely area.”

Taxis in Ely, says fuel prices in 
the Ely area have been too high 
for years. 

He said: “Fuel prices here are 
astronomically high and have 
been for as long as I can remem¬ 
ber. The prices are higher than 
they are in Cambridge and even 
higher than places like 
Nottingham. 

“None of us really know why 
but it isn’t fair at all. The major¬ 
ity of our drivers fill up outside 
of the area whenever they can 
but they shouldn’t have to. 

“Our fuel bills are around 
£4,500 a week but thankfully 
our turnover is high. If it wasn’t

then we’d certainly struggle.” 

Mr Davey said: “Are the 
ground rents/outgoings for pet¬ 
rol stations in Ely so much more 
expensive than in Huntingdon, 
Cambridge, Downham Market 
or Norwich? 

“Or are petrol station owners 
just taking advantage of local 
residents because most will feel 
that it’s not worth travelling to 
take advantage of cheaper fuel 
available elsewhere?” 

Sheila Williams, a spokes¬ 
woman for BP, which has sever¬ 
al petrol stations in the area, 
said: “Fuel prices vary in differ¬ 
ent locations due to a number of 
factors, including the prices of 
crude oil, the distribution costs 
to a site and the local marketing 
of each area. 

“Many petrol stations are also 
owned by dealers who are able 
to set their own fuel prices. 

“Three quarters of our sites 
nationwide are owned by deal¬ 
ers.”

A14 cash help 
is approved 


CASH-strapped East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council has reaffirmed its 
decision to put forward £1 
million to help improve the 
A14. 

Despite fury from residents, 
Liberal Democrat councillors 
and various local groups, 
including the Ely Cycling 
Campaign, the deal was rub¬ 
ber-stamped at the authori¬ 
ty’s full council meeting last 
Thursday. 

Members of the develop¬ 
ment and transport commit¬ 
tee agreed to provide the 
money, in principle, earlier 
this year but the deal was 
then made subject to a ‘call 
in’ by furious Lib Dem mem¬ 
bers. 

Angry residents were also 
calling on the authority to 
drop plans to help fund the 
improvements, insisting it 
was a waste of money and 
that infrastructure in the dis¬ 
trict itself should be improved

before the trunk road. 

Locals also fear that once 
the upgrades are complete, 
which includes possibly toll¬ 
ing the road, more lorries will 
travel through East 
Cambridgeshire’s villages to 
avoid paying the tolls. 

The ‘call in’ was narrowly 
lost by 20 votes to 17, with one 
abstention. 

Gareth Wilson, Lib Dem 
leader, said: “The effect on 
the villages in East Cambs 
will be catastrophic as vehi¬ 
cles avoiding the toll will 
drive along the A1123 
through Bluntisham, 
Earith, Haddenham, 
Wilburton, Stret- .* 
ham and Wicken in .* 
order rejoin the A14 * 
at Newmarket. 

“Residents have • 
not even been con¬ 
sulted about these pro¬ 


posals, which will make their 
lives a misery and to add 
insult to injury are being 
asked to pay £1 million for 
the privilege.” 

But Cllr James Palmer, dis¬ 
trict council leader, said: 
“The proposed upgrade aims 
to tackle the chronic conges¬ 
tion that builds up as thou¬ 
sands of cars and lorries use 
the route to criss-cross the 
country. This is infrastruc¬ 
ture which we must invest in. 

“Our contribution will help 
to ensure a road which many 
East Cambridgeshire resi¬ 
dents and businesses rely on 
each day can be improved.”

A DAD got a fright after cap¬ 
turing what he thought were 
seven false widow spiders in 
his home. 

Stuart Baumber, 42, 
believed he had found a group 
of the venomous creepy 
crawlies in his house in Black 
Horse Drove, Littleport. 

But an expert then got in 
touch to reassure Mr Baumber 
that he had nothing to worry 
about as the spiders were in 
fact Zygiella x-notata spiders 
- which are harmless. 

Mr Baumber was in his 
kitchen on Friday evening 
when a black object on the 
ceiling caught his eye. He 
carefully ushered the spider 
into a pot, before scouring the 
rest of the family home. 

Six more spiders were found 
during his search. 

He said: “I saw one in the 
kitchen and thought that 
could be a false widow. I 
checked on the internet and 
that confirmed it. 

“All of them were down¬ 


stairs, in the same habitat. All 
of them were on a wall, right 
up about an inch from the 
ceiling. 

“It gave me the creeps when 
I saw the first one so I have 
been checking everywhere.” 

But Ian Dawson, a volunteer 
for the Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Environmental 
Records Centre, and a noted 
spider expert, has confirmed 
that the seven spiders caught 
were not false widows. 

He said even if they were 
false widows, Mr Baumber 
should not have been wor¬ 
ried. He said: “It is one of the 
few species of spider in Britain 


which has been recorded bit¬ 
ing humans, though only 
when accidentally provoked - 
but it is as well to be careful 
when handling one as the bite 
can be painful. 

“People have nothing to 
worry about though. False 
widows remain in dark, hid¬ 
den places most of the time. It 
is rare for them to bite, and 
they usually only do so if they 
think they’re going to be 
squashed.” 

There has been a surge in 
interest in false widows fol¬ 
lowing a spate of bites in the 
United Kingdom in recent 
weeks.

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Bicycle ban: good or bad?

Bikes are no longer 
allowed on rush 
hour trains, unless 
they can be folded 
up... a decision 
which is dividing 
opinion in Ely

THE decision to ban bicycles on 
rush hour trains is proving to be ex¬ 
tremely controversial. 

Cyclists are furious over the new 
rule, labelling it “draconian”, and 
insist they should be able to take 
their bikes onto trains with them at 
all times. 

However, many rail users are 
supporting the new move and say 
it should have been done years ago. 

As previously reported, First 
Capital Connect (FCC) and Greater 
Anglia, which runs Ely station, have 
told cyclists they must stop taking 
bikes onto rush hour tains follow¬ 
ing complaints from passengers. 

FCC is no longer allowing bikes 
on trains that are timed to depart 
from Ely or Waterbeach towards 
Cambridge between 7.45am and 


8.45am on weekdays, unless they 
can be fully folded up. 

The same applies to the 8.06am 
service from Royston to Cam¬ 
bridge. 

One of those angered by the 
move is Steve Sharp, 45, who com¬ 
mutes from Ely to Waterbeach by 
train everyday before cycling into 
work from Waterbeach to Cam¬ 
bridge. 

Speaking to Ely News last week, 
he said: “It’s typical British bureau¬ 
cracy. It seems so draconian when 
there is no need for it. 

“There is plenty of space on these 
trains. I’m on the train for 10 min¬ 


utes and I’m not bothering anyone, 
but it’s a huge inconvenience for 
me. 

“They have all of a sudden started 
enforcing this and it’s doubly upset¬ 
ting because I get off at Waterbeach 
so I can enjoy the cycle ride, and the 
exercise, into Cambridge.” 

Joanna Lamb, also from Ely, said: 
“Bikes are expensive and, for me, 
an investment to help cut time, cost 
and to get some exercise (which 
is something the Government is 
supposed to be encouraging, I 
thought). 

“I am really disappointed and 
banning them has made getting to 



work much longer and more expen¬ 
sive for me. 

“My suggestion is for train com¬ 
panies to try listening to all their 
customers and treating them all 
with some respect and considera¬ 
tion.” 

But passengers who don’t need 
or use a bicycle say taking them on 
board rush hour trains is a “hazard”. 

Kerrie Hill, from Ely, said: “I’ve 
been commuting from Ely train 
station for eight years and the situ¬ 
ation with bikes is getting worse. 

“Ely to Cambridge is a busy line 
and full sized bikes should not be 
allowed on trains - it’s a hazard. 


“I’ve been on the overcrowded 
trains where the bikes block the 
doors and make it very difficult to 
get out at your stop. 

“Also, if there was an incident 
on the train and people needed to 
get out of the carriages in an emer¬ 
gency, they would find it hard with 
cycles piled up in front of the door. 

“I hope FCC fine or ban commut¬ 
ers who ignore the ban. Buy a fold 
away bike or drive - why put every¬ 
one else’s safety at risk just so that 
you can get some exercise? This ban 
should have been introduced ages 
ago.” 

Roger Perkins, a spokesman for 
FCC, said the new rule had been 
introduced following complaints 
from passengers. He said: “We need 
these restrictions in place on our 
rush hour services and it has been 
in response to complaints by other 
passengers that we have stepped 
up our enforcement of the rules. 

“The policy is designed to protect 
the interests of all our passengers, 
allowing cyclists to use our busy 
rush hour services with fully-fold¬ 
ing bikes that cause the least incon¬ 
venience to others. 

“We have made a huge effort to 
encourage more cycling to our sta¬ 
tions by more than doubling the 
number of bike rack spaces avail¬ 
able.”

“This is why we support the cam¬ 
paign being promoted by CAMRA. 
For while we support growth and 
economic development, we also 
know how important it is to create 
sustainable communities. We will 
now be writing to the Government 
to let them know our proposal 
which we hope they will imple¬ 
ment.” 

The council will also be remind¬ 
ing parish and town councils of 
the opportunity to protect local 
pubs under the authority’s 
‘Community Right to Bid for Assets 
of Community Value’.

John Stearne, which ended in 
Ely in 1647. 

“The book also explains how 
belief in witchcraft survived in 
the Fens until well into the 
20th century.”

Wicken Fen 
used to trial 
innovative 
new toolkit 


WICKEN Fen has been used to 
trial a state-of-the-art toolkit 
that will be used by scientists 
across the world. 

The toolkit was trialled at the 
nature reserve - as well as at con¬ 
servation areas in Nepal and the 
Caribbean island of Montserrat. 

Scientists from Anglia Ruskin 
University Cambridge University 
and Southampton University 
joined forces with experts from 
BirdLife International, the United 
Nations EnvironmentProgramme 
World Conservation Monitoring 
Centre and the RSPB to produce 
the toolkit to help measure the 
value of ecosystems. 

The Toolkit for Ecosystem 
Service Site-based Assessments 
(TESSA) allows non-experts 
to make the 
assessments and 
demonstrate who 
could be the win¬ 
ners and losers 
from any chang¬ 
es in land use. 

TESSA current¬ 
ly covers five 
areas - global cli¬ 
mate regulation, 
water-related ser¬ 
vices, harvested 
wild goods, culti- 
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vated goods and nature-based 
recreation. 

New areas on pollination, cul¬ 
tural services and coastal protec¬ 
tion are planned for the future. 

Dr Francine Hughes, Reader in 
Animal and Environmental 
Biology at Anglia Ruskin, said: 
“Nature provides people with 
many benefits, for example har¬ 
vested goods such as timber or 
medicinal products from forests, 
clean water or recreational oppor¬ 
tunities and a feeling of wellbe¬ 
ing. 

“Many of the world’s protected 
areas such as national parks and 
nature reserves provide high lev¬ 
els of ecosystem services. 

“However, there was 
previously no accessi¬ 
ble toolkit that would 
allow managers of 
protected areas to 
make an ecosys¬ 
tem assessment of 
their nature 
reserve.”

50-acre solar farm 
planned for Soham 


ANOTHER solar farm could be on its 
way to East Cambridgeshire. 

Council chiefs are investigating the 
possibility of building a major solar 
energy farm in Soham. 

The site being considered is an area 
of land approximately 50 acres in size 
to the south west of Triangle Farm, in 
Angle Common. 

Cambridgeshire County Council has 
submitted a ‘screening opinion’ on 
the scheme to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

A screening opinion is submitted 
before a formal planning application 
and is an application for an opinion 
on whether a development should be 
subject to an Environmental Impact 
Assessment. 

John Macmillan, rural estate man¬ 
ager for Cambridgeshire County 
Council Farms, said: “We have not 
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applied for planning permission yet 
but subject to what the planners say, 
and if the project is financially viable, 
we would anticipate doing this later in 
the year or early next year. 

“At the moment we have only applied 
for a screening opinion from the plan¬ 
ners. 

“This means that they will say what 
supporting evidence they want when 
a planning application goes in, such 
as environmental/archaeological sur¬ 
veys or the extent of local consultation 
required. 

“The exact location of the solar farm 
might move as a result of the opinion 
so it is still early days. 

“We had been talking about roughly 


50 acres which would produce 10 
megawatts of clean energy for about 
3,000 homes and save about 4,000 
tonnes of carbon dioxide. 

“10 megawatts is the equivalent to 
five full-size wind turbines. 

“UK Power Networks, who we have 
applied to for a grid connection, have 
said that because of work they are 
doing on the network next year, the 
earliest date for connecting the solar 
panels would be sometime in 2015 at 
the earliest.” 

Planners at the district council will 
respond to the screening opinion. 

The county council’s cabinet would 
have to be in support of the scheme 
before any formal planning applica¬ 
tion is submitted.

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MR calls for 
sixth-form 
VAT refunds 


MP Sir Jim Paice is back¬ 
ing calls for the intro¬ 
duction of a VAT refund 
scheme for sixth-form 
colleges. 

The South East 
Cambridgeshire MP is 
part of a group of more 
than 70 MPs who have 
written to the Secretary 
of State for Education, 
Michael Gove, urging 
him to support the intro¬ 
duction of the scheme. 

School and academy 
sixth-forms currently 
have their VAT costs 
refunded by the Govern¬ 
ment, but sixth-form col¬ 
leges do not. 

Despite taking steps to 
ensure that all providers 
of sixth-form education 
receive the same amount 
of funding per student, 
the Government has not 
yet addressed the ine¬ 
quality, and the average 
sixth-form college has to 
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redirect £250,000 of its 
annual funding away 
from front line education 
of students to pay VAT. 

The MPs have described 
the situation as “unjusti¬ 
fiable”, particularly as 
sixth-form colleges are 
unable to cross-subsidise 
from the more generous 
funding available for pre- 
16 students, as many 
schools and academies 
do. 

They also suggest that 
the Government’s plan to 
introduce greater compe¬ 
tition between sixth- 
form providers will only 
be effective if sixth-form 
colleges can compete on 
a level playing field with 
schools and academies. 

The Department for 
Education estimates it

would cost in the region 
of £20 million per annum 
to refund the VAT costs of 
sixth-form colleges. 

Sir Jim said: “The 
Government has made 
good progress in this 
area by ensuring that all 
16-19 providers are now 
funded in the same way, 
but I feel that it is wrong 
that sixth-form colleges 
still have to pay VAT 
when schools and acade¬ 
mies can reclaim these 
costs. 

“Levelling the playing 
field could be accom¬ 
plished for a compara¬ 
tively modest sum and 
would make an enor¬ 
mous difference for col¬ 
leges attended by a large 
number of my constitu¬ 
ents.” David Cameron 
has now promised to 
“look carefully” at the 
VAT treatment of sixth- 
form colleges.

Health chiefs urge 
you to get flu jab

Check your fire 
alarms are active 


PEOPLE who may be par¬ 
ticularly vulnerable to the 
impact of flu are being urged 
to get themselves vaccinated 
as quickly as possible. 

As the weather gets colder, 
GP surgeries across the Ely 
area have started to receive 
stocks of flu vaccine and will 
be offering special clinic ses¬ 
sions from October through 
to December. 

Who should be vaccinated: 

■ All those aged 65 or over 

■ Those aged 6 months to 
65 years with long term medi¬ 
cal conditions who are in the 
high risk groups for flu vacci¬ 
nation 

■ Pregnant women 

■Those in long stay resi¬ 
dential or nursing homes 

■ Carers of elderly or disa¬ 
bled people 

■ Health and social care 
staff who are in direct contact 
with patients/clients 

■ All children aged two and 
three 


People with long-term med¬ 
ical conditions such as heart 
or lung disease, or with a 
compromised immune sys¬ 
tem, are at much greater risk 
if they get flu and can suffer 
serious complications. 

The most common compli¬ 
cations are bronchitis and 
pneumonia, which may 
require hospital admission 
and can be life threatening. 

For those aged 16 or over 
and from age six-months to 
two years, the vaccine is 
given in a single injection. 

For the younger age groups 
- two years to 16 years - a 
nasal vaccine has been intro¬ 
duced that has been used 
successfully for many years 
in the USA. 

The majority of people will 
be able to be vaccinated at 
their GP surgery and resi¬ 
dents are being urged to 
speak to their doctor for more 
information.

That’s the message 
from Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service 
to East Cambridgeshire 
residents as the nights 
start to draw in. 

Graham Stagg, chief 
fire officer, said: “Dark 
evenings are upon us and 
as the clocks go back on 
Sunday many people will 
be thinking about keep¬ 
ing warm, lighting cen¬ 
tral heating boilers and 
turning on electric blan¬ 
kets. 

“While preparing for 
winter, please don’t for¬ 
get to check your smoke 
alarm. 

“We know that smoke 
alarms save lives. They 
can give you and your 
family the necessary 
warning to get out in the 
early stages of a fire, 
which should in turn 


allow us to get to you 
more quickly.” 

The service says that 
once a week residents 
should check their fire 
alarms by pressing the 
button and that once a 
year they should change 
the battery, unless it is a 
10-year alarm. 

Twice a year, residents 
are also encouraged to 
vacuum and wipe the 
smoke alarm casing to 
ensure dust isn’t block¬ 
ing the sensor chamber. 

The service provides 
free home fire safety 
checks for vulnerable 
and elderly residents and 
specialist smoke alarms 
can also be provided for 
members of the commu¬ 
nity who may be deaf or 
suffering from a hearing 
impairment.

When do I need to 
complete my accounts?

For those of you that started in 
business as a sole trader in the tax year 
ended 5 April 2013, you may now be 
rushing about to complete your self- 
assessment tax return, if you have not 
done so already. The paper tax return 
filing deadline of 31 October 2013 is 
now fast approaching. The electronic 
filing deadline is, however, not until 
31 January 2014. 

Any tax payable on your profits will 
be due by 31 January 2014. If this tax 
liability exceeds £1,000 you will also 
need to make payments on account 
for the next year as well as a further 
payment in July 2014. If you have just 
started trading this can be a lot of tax 
due in one go. 

If you are trading as a Limited 
Company the deadlines are slightly 
different. 

If you have incorporated your company 
this month, then your first year end 
will be 31 October 2014. Your first set 
of accounts will be due for filing with 
Companies House 9 months after your 
year end; although in your first year 
this will be to the date you incorporated 
+ 9 months rather than the end of the 
month. Any corporation tax due will 
also be payable on this date. Your 
company tax return will be due for 
filing with H M Revenue and Customs

A PARK and ride bus service is 
being reinstated in Ely - but only in 
the run up to Christmas. 

The City of Ely Council and Ely 
Soham Dial a Ride are joining forc¬ 
es to launch a one-off Christmas 
park and ride service in the city. 

Just like the old park and ride 
service before it was axed, the 
buses will take people to and fro 
the city centre from the car park at 
Ely College, in Downham Road. 

The service will run every 
Saturday from November 23 to 
December 21 and is costing the 
city council around £2,000. 

It is hoped the temporary service 
will boost trade in Ely in the run up 
to Christmas and reduce conges¬ 
tion in the city centre. 

Gillian Leeper, chief executive of 
Ely Soham Dial a Ride, which cele¬ 
brates its 10th anniversary next 
month, said: “When Ely Cathedral 
held its huge flower festival this 
summer we provided a park and 
ride bus service for them. 

“The cathedral has recommend¬ 
ed us to the city council and as a

result we will be running a special 
Christmas park and ride service in 
city. 

“The service will run to and fro 
the city centre from the car park at 
Ely College and we plan to have 
buses running approximately 
every 15 minutes. 

“The whole aim of the service is 
to get more people coming into Ely 
to shop during the festive period 
and to help reduce congestion dur¬ 
ing the Christmas rush.” 

The service will cost 50p each 
way for adults and will be free for 
under-lOs to use. 

Ely used to have a park and ride 
service from Ely College every 
Saturday but it was scrapped by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council in 2011. 

Residents have been calling for 
the service to be brought back ever 
since but the authority says it cost 
too much and that it was under¬ 
used.

HAILING from stick-of-rock central 
Hunstanton, Norfolk, Deaf Havana are 
an alt-rock six-piece often put in the 
same bracket as We Are The Ocean, The 
Blackout and Young Guns, writes Ella 
Walker. 

Currently made up of James Veck- 
Gilodi on vocals, Chris Pennells on lead 
guitar, Lee Wilson on bass, Tom Ogden 
on drums, Matthew Veck-Gilodi on 
rhythm guitar and Max Britton on keys 
with Grace Barrett on backing vocals, 
there's basically a lot of them. 

Since starting out in 2006, there 
have been several line-up changes, a 
quite successful debut album (Meet 
Me Halfway, At Least), followed by a 
slightly more successful second album 
(Fools and Worthless Liars), and now, 
new album Old Souls, which is quite 
different to their previous stuff. 

They're playing the Cambridge Corn 
Exchange on their autumn tour (with 
support from Charlie Simpson and Big 
Sixes) and we nabbed a brief chat with 
lead singer James. 

So, you must be the most successful 
band to come out of Sunny Hunny? 

I think we're the only band to come 
out of Hunstanton aren't we? So we 
sort of win by default. 

It’s been a busy year what with Zane 
Lowe backing you (he made single 
Mildred his Hottest Record), an acoustic 
tour in the spring and a whole load 
of summer festivals (they headlined 


Lodestar). What’s been the highlight? 

I think the highlight has been 
Reading. Reading Festival this year 
was just phenomenal, that'd be my 
highlight because I didn't expect it to 
be as good as it was. The tent was 
completely full and it was so much 
better than the festival was last year, 
even though we played the main stage 
last year (this year they made the BBC 


Introducing stage). 

But didn’t you also support Bruce 
Springsteen at Hard Rock Calling in 
June? How was that? 

It was pretty weird, but amazing at 
the same time. We're still pretty new 
to massive crowds so it's a bit daunting 
but the best thing about it was the 
fact that the people there weren't 
necessarily like fans of the band so we 


had to win 'em over. I quite enjoyed 
that because you can play loads of new 
songs. 

And what about supporting Muse on 
the German leg of their tour - did you 
get to hang out with them? 

Not really, we met the drummer 
(Dominic Howard), but that was 
about it, they keep themselves to 
themselves... 


Are there ever any moments when you 
consider giving it all up? 

There's loads of moments when you 
think about that because it's quite hard 
at times. It looks like it's a laugh and 
everything's easy but, especially when 
you're away from home for ages, you 
can get pretty down about stuff. I have 
thought about it, but to be honest, if 
I give it up there's not really anything 
else I can do, so I'm pretty much stuck 
with it. 

It’s been said that a lot of the tracks on 
the record are quite autobiographical 
and very personal to you. Would you 
say that’s accurate? 

Yeah, because when I started in 
music I never really thought I'd write 
lyrics. The only way I really know 
how to write them is pretty much 
autobiographical or stuff that's 
happened to me or I've been involved 
in, so I guess every single is [personal]. 
Would you consider yourselves “Old 
Souls*’? 

Ha. Yeah, I think so. We feel a lot 
older than we actually are, but it 
was our producer, he described us as 
"young people with old souls" and 
when we heard him say it, we were 
like, that's a pretty good name for an 
album, probably nick that.

PARENTS who have spent 
countless hours admonishing 
their children for playing 
videogames rather than 
studying hard may want to 
give this film a wide berth.

Dividing 

interests" 



AT THIS time of year, just when plants are 
entering their dormant phase, I always look at the 
overcrowded clumps of perennials dying down and 
decide what I need to lift and divide next year. 

Dividing plants involves digging them up, 
splitting them into pieces with roots and growth 
shoots or buds, and then 
replanting them. The method 
stops many herbaceous plants 
becoming overcrowded, untidy 
and invasive. 

Many perennials, including 
delphiniums, heuchera, hostas, 
anemones, phlox and cranesbill 
geraniums, benefit from 
regular division to maintain 
their health and vigour, and 
require no special conditions 
when new, divided sections are 
replanted. Other plants benefit 
from division every three to 
four years although some, like asters, are best 
divided annually. A few, including red hot pokers 
and peonies, hate being moved so only lift and 
divide them if you want to propagate them. 

The best time to divide plants is autumn, when 
they are dormant, and spring, when they are just 
starting into growth. Grasses including bamboos 
should be divided in early spring, while perennials 


which flower in spring and early summer, such as 
lily-of-the-valley, epimediums and rhizomatous 
bearded irises, should be divided as soon as they 
have finished flowering. 

There are various ways to divide plants. Those 
with tough roots which are difficult to prise apart, 
such as hostas, are better off 
being dug up and then cut 
into thick slices with a knife 
like you'd a cake, making sure 
good roots are present in each 
slice. Other plants can be lifted 
carefully with a garden fork, 
working away from the crown 
centre to limit root damage, 
then split into two portions 
across, each with some roots, 
shoots or buds. Larger pieces 
with more roots are likely to 
flowers sooner than small 
ones, which may take a year to 
recover. If you are digging up a clump, remove the 
centre portion, retaining the younger outer parts 
for replanting. If any sections are short of roots, 
trim the leaves to reduce moisture loss. 

Evergreen and perennial ornamental grasses 
should be left until spring, when they've had a 
chance to recover from all the energy they've 
expended making their feathery plumes in 


autumn. Young, newly planted grasses also hate 
sitting in the wet, heavy soil that so often prevails 
in winter, so don't divide them until spring. 

Cut down the foliage of evergreen grasses in 
spring and divide them, while bamboo stems can 
be cut down to 30cm (12in). Perennials such as 
daylilies (hemerocallis) have masses of fibrous 
roots and large crowns which are difficult to pull 
apart, so use two forks thrust back-to-back in the 
centre and work the handles outwards in opposite 
directions to loosen the clump. You may then 
have to use hand forks to divide it completely, or 
cut away sections with a sharp knife. 

Plants with fleshy roots, such as delphiniums 
should be cut with a spade or knife. Divided 
clumps should ideally contain around three to five 
shoots. 

Divide primulas into rosettes and asters into 


single rooted shoots. Clumps of epimediums 
should be teased apart into separate plants using 
your hands or a hand fork, replanting on mild 
autumn days, while crocosmia and crocus clumps 
can be dug up and the new corms which are 
resting on the original ones can be eased off and 
replanted up to 10cm deep. 

When replanting, add compost or well-rotted 
manure to the planting hole on a new site, or 
a balanced fertiliser if you are replanting the 
divisions into the same hole. They should be 
replanted at the same depth in flowering positions 
and watered in well. 

Alternatively, pot up divisions while you decide 
where you want your new plants to grow, 
overwintering them in a cold frame. 

Before long, you'll have an array of new plants - 
which won't have cost you a penny.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

LI Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required.
